When 
the berry soils for forty cenls n pound peo- 
ple cannot cxpeet to get pure coffee all 
ror.sted and ground at ono third of that sum. 
Tho same is true of tea. 
No one ought to 


suppose that tea sold for thirty cents n pound 
is pure. The board, howo ver, found little 
of tho iron illings or poison that tho 
EngliHli finalyists complain of. 


Among tho l;commonly used articles" tho 


board includes beer and whiskey, Gov. Tal' 
bot to the contrary notwithstanding. 
Both 


are pronounced in the main pure, although 
it has been commonly supposed thnt of nil 
things whiskey was tho most subject to 
adulleration. 
Possibly tho board referred 


only lo such whiskeys as its members keep 
in their own sideboards. 
Colored candies, 


especially the cheap ones made in the shape 
of animals, wero found dangerous from largo 
proportions oJ metallic poisons. 
Tho most 


dangerous colors arc yellow, red and green. 
All cheap candies nro injurious and children 
should lie sweetened only on lump sugar oi 
the besc confectionery.

EXAMINATION OF A LIQUOK CASE IN 


THE JUSTICE CODBT. 


In the justice court, this morning, Patrick 


Doguau was oxiuniueil ou complaint of Dep- 
uty State Constable Samuel B. M. Head, for 
keeping and maintaining n liquor uuiafvucc, 
it being the iirst cnse that has been einni- 
ined in this city under the prohibitory net. 
Mr. Edwin C. Pierce, appeared BR counsel iu 
belmlf of the prosecution, and Lycurgim 
Sayles, Euq., as counsel for tho defendant. 
A complniut ngaiuat John Lloran, a young 
man in JUeguaii'n employ, which crime up nt 
tho same time, was discontinued, but Moran 
wna aftonyards arraigned ou a clmrgo of sell- 
ing liquor contrary to law, and pleading not 
guilty, his case was continued to Friday, his 
father going surety for liis nppenrauce at 
that time. 


Tho council for prosecution opened tho 


case against Degnan by laying .before the 
court a certificate signed by tho city clerk, 
showing that the respondent had no license 
from tho board of aldermen to sell spiritu- 
ous liquors at tho time of his nrresi, on tho 
lUsliust. Dr. Mnson, of the state board of 
pharmacy then toolc the witness stand and 
toatifleil thnt Doguan bad never been regis- 
tered as a pharmacist. Thomas Cosgrovo 
was then called to take the witness stand. 
Ho testified that the building which is occu- 
pied by Degnan's shop, No. lot Kichrnond 
street, is owned by him: ho did not remem- 
ber of over receiving rent from the respond- 
ent for tho store, but it had usually been 
paid by John Deguan, a partner of the respon- 
dent. Ho also testified that Dcgnan kept 
groceries for .suit1, but could not Bay whether 
ho dealt in liquors or not. The witness tes- 
tified of having been into the store nevcrnl 
times to buy groceries, but said nothing of 
ever having purchased any liquor there. 
Deputy State Constable, James Wilson was 
tho next witness, and testified that ou the 
HHh iust. ho wont to Dcgnan's store in com- 
pany with Deputy Constable Head, that there 
was ft young man thcro waiting on custo- 
mers; that as soon as bo was disengaged 
thoy called for liquor, himself taking a glass 
of whiskey, and Mr. Head a glass of 
beer that they followed tho young man 
into a hack room when ho wont BO got tbo 
liquor, and that bo obtained it from tbo col- 
lar j that ho (tho witness) paid for tbo liquor 
for them both, and that constable Head ob- 
tained half a pint of whiskey iu a bottle 
which he toolc away with him ; Ihat Mr. 
Dognan was not in tbe storo nt tho timo, but 
two days lator when thoy wont thero'ngnin 
ho was behind the counter, and thoy nrrost- 
od him. Tho testimony of constable Bond 
who nest took tho witness stand, corrobo- 
rated that of constable Wilson. 


Tho defendant did not sco ill to put in 


any testimony, nnd without nuy argument*- 
being made by tho Inwyors, tho respondent 
was adjudged probably guilty and bound 
over to tho September term of tho court of 
common pleas with §.-.01) suvoty.—[Brovi,. 
donee Bulletin.
